“As to my record album, ‘I'll 
Sing For You’, the response has 
been incredible in its extremes, 
though no one has really been 
able to take it for granted. Some 
have tried to categorize me 
and/or the album as the highest 
form of camp, while there are 
those of the ‘new’ breed who 
just think | am either a square or 
a straight cat trying to put ona 
commercial act in order to cash 
in on the current theatrical trend 
of exploiting us like some new 
form of freak show.” 

Thus does Zebedy Colt 
disclaim squareness and 
straightness. Well, babies, this

When | signed the contract 
with my. publishers, H-C 
Publishers, Inc. to write the 
book on GAY POWER: THE 
STORY OF AMERICA’S 
MILITANT HOMOSEXUAL 
MOVEMENT | didn’t know 
what | let myself in for. One of 
the first things that | discovered 
was the extremely poor public 
relations of many gay groups, 
the lack of news sense, and the 
failure of some groups to even 
respond, particularly one that 
bills itself as the largest 
homosexual organization in the 

_ country. All’of them proclaim 
that they exist to ‘“‘help’”’ 
homosexuals” but when I, 
homosexual, paid member and 
gay activist, wrote to the 
President | never got a response. 
The fact that .this group is 
represented in my book is due to 
my own legwork and persistence 
and sense of objective fair play, 
not due to anything earned by 
them! This is one of those 
“Establishment” groups. 


| also wrote to another 


militant gay group on the West 
Coast asking for information and 
heard nothing. The same was 
true of a few others. Just before 
the book's deadline, and even 
after, | started to get some, 
“belated’’ material. 
professional response received,

Leo Laurence Fired 
San Francisco. Committee for 
Homosexual Freedom 
Co-Founder Leo Laurence was 
fired from his job as news editor 
for KGO-TV on January 16. 
Around 100 C.H.F. members 
turned up to picket the studios 
of the American Broadcasting 
Company affiliate. The noisy 
pickets shouted Gay Power 
slogans and carried signs such as 
“A.B.C, eats employees’’ and 
AB.C. doesn’t suck” 
Laurence said he was fired 
because he was a homosexual, 
but an A.B.C. spokesman said 
Laurence was fired for 
“disloyalties”, such as describing 
A.B.C. as ‘‘Money hungry 
capitalists’ in his column in the 
Berkeley Tribe and “‘plagerizing 
A.B.C. news stories for the 
Tribe. 


G.L.F. WON'T PICKET A.B.C. 
Los Angeles. The infant L.A. 
Gay Liberation Front has joined 
the youth rebellion. It flexed its 
muscel and declared its 
independance from C.H.F. at its 
January 25 meeting. G.L.F. 
soundly voted down a motion to 
picket A.B.C.’s Hollywood 
studios. Leo Laurence had 
apr ealed to. G.L.F. to join in the 
net.unwide picketing of A.B.C. 
C.H.F. members vigorously 
pushed for the motion. 
Opponents argued the G.L.F. 
-has too many local issues to 
allow effort being spent on this 
project, particularly since the 
reasons for Laurence’s firing are 
unclear. 

G.L.F. voted instead to picket 
Barney’s Beanery in Hollywood 


February 7. Barney's has refused 


GL.F. demands to remove the 
large “‘Faggotts Stay Out” sign 
in its dinning room. 

Picketing is to include 
“liberation” of the parking 
spaces in the vicinity. Pieckets 
will rent a parking space by 
depositing coins in the meter 
and then set their chairs up to 
enjoy their tenancy. Women’s 
Liberation, The Sexual Freedom 
League and the Peace and Free 
Party will be invited to join in 
the picketing. 


GAYS PROTEST 
SHIT HOUSE PiGS 
Berkeley. Around 30 members 
of the Students for Gay Power 
marched into the U.C. gym Jan 
22 to picket the men’s room. 
S.G.P. had circulated a 
petition earlier in the week 
asking that the pig toilet patrol 
be assigned to protecting women 
on the campus from rape. The 
petition charged that campus 
pigs had arrested 40 Gays last 
quarter in the Gym toilet. 
S.G.P., a campus organization, 


is also conducting the public on. 


guided tours of campus toilets to 


show the public the entrapment - 


methods used by the pigs. 

Liberation of men’s rooms 
was adopted as a policy of Gay 
Liberation groups at the 
December 31 West Coast. Gay 
Lib conference. 

A spokesman for S.G.P. said 
that the modus operendi of the 
shit house pigs in the campus 
arrests was for one pig to come 
inte the men’s room and exhibit 
his tard dick to guys using the 
toilet; then, when someone 


would accept the implied offer, 
he would signal the pigs waiting 
outside to rush in and slip on the 


“steel bracelets’’. 


S.F. FREE PRESS IN TROUBLE 
San Francisco. S.F. Free Press, 
semi-official publication of the 
West Coast Gay Liberation 
movement has been forced to go 
monthly. Editor Marcus 
Overseth attributes fhe 
difficulties to lack of financial 

backing ‘and advertising 
salesmen. Free Press has had 

difficulty finding street vendors 

on account of harrassment by the 

pigs. The paper is the first mem- 

ber of the Underground. Press 
Syndicate to run nude photo- 

graphs of the front page. 


‘LOVE’ STATION FIRES GAY 
GUY, COMMUNITY FIGHTS 
BACK 

LIBERATION News Service 

SAN FRANCISCO (LNS) — 
Radio station KGO, an affiliate 
of the ABC network, styles itself 
as the “love” station. For KGO, 
love equals the winning 
combination of rock, rapacity 
and reaction. 

KGO’'S “love” is the cynical 
Rolfe Peterson, a newscaster, 
who ended a report on a 
women’s liberation 
demonstration for self-defense 
classes with his comment that 
the San Francisco rapists ought 
to take their toll from among 
these women. — 

KGO s ““‘love’” means firing 
veteran news editor Leo 
Laurence because he publicly 
admitted being a homosexual. 
Laurence has written about Gay 
Liberation for the Berkeley 
underground papers. 

The firing of Leo Laurence is, 
on one level, a simple civil rights 
issue. His union, the National 


Association of Broadcast 


Employees and Technicians, is, 


backing him up, and arbitration 
proceedings have begun. 

But ABC is being challenged 
more fundamentally, for the 
repression it pushes under the 
name of love. The Gay 
Liberation Front (GLF) of 
which Laurence is a member, 
came into the streets Jan. 16 to 
demonstrate in support of 
Laurence and against the ABC 
reactionaries. 

Some 200 strong they came. 
“Mostly men, about two dozen 
gay women, too. Chanting and 
shouting, raising clenched fists, 
holding hands, walking arm in 
arm. ; 

“Say it loud, we're gay and 
proud.” “Suck cock, beat the 
draft," ‘‘2-4-6-8, Organize to 
smash the state,” “Out of our 
closets, into the streets!”’ 

Straight people gaped as the 
demonstrators moved through 
San. Francisco’s Tenderloin 
district to focus on the KGO 
offices, then go through the 


downtown shopping area to 
terminate in the financial 
district. 


The mardh was leaderless but 
two men with bullhorns were 
picked off and arrested, charged 
with disrupting the peace and 
obscenity. ‘‘Cock,’”’ presumably, 
is a dirty word to the police. 

KGO chose not to report the 
demonstration on the air, while 
other media gave it ample and 
sympathetic coverage.

A Gay Liberation group has 
formed at the University of 
Chicago. The group began when 
a University of Chicago student 
placed an advertisement in the 
student newspaper which read, 
‘Tired of prejudice? Gay 
Liberation NOW! Call....." A 
number of people responded, 
and the first meeting was held at 
the student’s house on a Sunday 
afternoon with twelve people 
attending, six women and six 
men. The tone of the meeting 
was rather timid to begin with, 
but as group. reinforcement 
developed, a new phenomenon 
for most in ‘attendance, the 
mood rapidly developed into 
one of militancy. 

Group meetings continue to 
be held on Sundays at member’s 
homes, and consist of internal 
education and discussion of 
possible actions. In addition to 
the regular meetings, members 
meet at least twice during the 
week for lunch and rap sessions 
at the Blue Gargoyle, an 
independent coffee house near 
campus. This provides a good 
opportunity for members to 
become accustomed to 
appearing in_ public as 
homosexuals, and to include 
their heterosexual friends in the 
discussions. 

The organization received a 
great boost when the news 
director of WHPK-FM, the 
university-owned, 
student-operated radio station 
offered to broadcast a news 
special featuring members of 
Gay Liberation in a roundtable 
discussion. Participants discussed 
the oppression of the 
homosexual in society and the 
homosexual student on campus, 
and how the homosexual can 
fight this oppression. 

Members of the group hope 
to liberate themselves and other 
homosexuals from the social, 
political, and economic 
prejudice directed'stowards them 
by heterosexual society, and to 
liberate heterosexual society 


. from the ignorance and fear of 


the homosexual which causes its 
prejudicial sentiments. The first 
action taken towards this goal 
was the attendance of a campus 
dance, where the homosexual 
members of the Gay Liberation 
group danced with members of 
their own™sex. As was 
anticipated, even at the liberal 
University of Chicago, some 
people were offended by the 
sight of homosexuals dancing 
together. Further actions are 
planned, including more 
participation in campus 
activities, with the ultimate goal 
being for the heterosexuals to 
accept and welcome 
homosexuals in society. The

At this time we celebrate the 
Mystery of the Word of God 
becoming simple, carnal, human 
flesh in Jesus of Nazareth. At 
the Center of history, at the 
Center of our lives, the Word of 
God became and_ becomes 
manifest, transforming the 
* world. 


The Gospel of John tells us, 


'"Yes, God loved the world so , 


much that He gave His only Son, 
‘so that everyone who believes in 
Him may not be lost but may be 
liberated." In the perennial 
human quest for that liberation 
and for spiritual rebirth, joy and 
ecstasy, we are called to come 
together to ceiebrate life as a 
Community of Love in Jesus our 
Brother and Liberator through 
serving the people and thus 
following His life-style as Man 
for others. 


When we consider the 
relationship of the Homosexual 
to the Church, the Community 
of Faith, we must ask: How 
would Jesus react to the 
Homosexual? Christ must 
become, once again, the ultimate 
authority for those who take His 
Name, regardless of the 
accretions of the centuries since 
the institutional church became 
the “religious” arm of the 
establishment and began blessing 
‘he violence and bureaucracy of 
the State in approximately 325. 


Now, Jesus Himself gave no 
direct pronouncement on 
Homosexuality in any of the 
recorded .texts, but the 
ohenomenon of Homosexuality 
wes present in His day and the 
human needs were no less the 
same: and there is nothing to 
suggest that He closed His eyes 
to this problem or stood in 


horror of it. (Indeed, in a 
remarkable passage from one of 
the Gospels which did not find 
its way into the canonical New 
Testament accepted by the 
Constantinian Church after its 
alliance with the establishment, 
but © still ‘accepted by many 
Eastern Christians and 
particularly those of South India 
who trace their heritage to the 
Apostle Thomas, we read: 
“Jesus said to them, ‘When you 
make the two one, and when 
you make the outer as the inner 
and the inner as the outer, and 
the above as the below; and 
when you make the male and 
the female into a single One, so 
that the male will not be male 
and the female not be female... 


then you shall enter the 
Kingdom.’ ”’) 
Just what, then, is Jesus’ 


position towards Homosexuality 
and towards the Homosexual as 
a person? What is the 
relationship between Christ 
Jesus and the Homosexual? 


Scripture tells us that the power 
of God came as the Christ in 
Jesus to liberate the world, not 
to condemn it. There is no 
indication that He excluded the 
Homosexual from this liberation 
because of his Homosexuality. 
His love is for all, His message is 
to all, His life was given for 
all—including the Homosexual. 

He came “‘to put down the 
oppressor from the throne,” as 
St. Luke says—yet most of those 
who call themselves Christians 
today take part in the 
oppression of the Homosexual, 
as well as a good many others 
such as Black people, the Third 
World, Women, Street-people, 
and others. 

His treatment of the woman 
taken in adultery and His 
friendship with Mary Magdalene 
show us how the community of 
His disciples is to relate to 
so-called ‘‘sexual offenders.’ 
There is no more persistent 
theme to be found in the 
life-style, teaching and ministry 
of Jesus than His defense of the 
“unrighteous’’ against the 
“righteous.” 

The close relationship 
between Jesus and His disciples, 
particularly John indicates that 
those of the same sex can be 
very close—indeed, can share an 
expression of love. To claim 


otherwise would be to claim that | 
Jesus Himself was guilty of 
immorality. Canon Hugh 
Montefore, vicar of Great St. 
Mary’s; Church at Cambridge 
University, commenting on 
Jesus’ celibacy said, ‘‘“Women 
were His friends, but it is men 
that He is said to have loved.” 
He went on to say that ‘‘the 
striking fact of Jesus’ life was 
that He remained unmarried 
when marriage was all but 
universal in the Judea of His 
time. Men who did not marry 
usually had one of three reasons: 


‘two of these being that they 


could not afford it or that there 
were no available women. The 
third reason could be that they 
were Homosexual in nature, 


‘inasmuch as women held no 


attraction for them. This 


Homosexual explanation is one ! 


we cannot ignore.” 
The case that the good Canon 


has drawn is an interesting one. 
We do not know whether it is a 
true picture of the historical 
Jesus. What we do know for 
certain, and what we must’ 
re-affirm as we celebrate anew 
the Incarnation,-is that He was 


- man, born of mortal flesh and 


sharing fully 
nature. 


in our human 


What we can say from the 
evidence is that Jesus definitely 
did not, in any way, condemn 
Homosexuals. He said, “Judge 
not, that ye be not judged. For 
‘with the judgment you 
pronounce you will be judged, 
and the measure you give will be 
the measure you get. Why do 
you see the speck that is in your 
brother’s eye, but do not notice 
the log that is in your own eye?”’ 
(Matthew 7:1-3) Again, He said: 
“You judge according to the 
world. | judge no one.”’ (John 
8:15) 


His parable of the Prodigal Son 
may easily be taken as Jesus’ 
lesson to parents on how to 
react to the revelation that their 
son or daughter is Homosexual, 
and the parable of the Good 
Samaritan teaches all of us that 
even the Homosexual, despised 
as he is by an exploitative 
society, when he does a good act 
in the service of his fellows, is 
acceptable to God as the good 
neighbour. Jesus said, ‘‘Truly, | 
say to you, whoever gives you a 


cup of water to drink in mv 
Name, will by no means lose his 


reward:;”* (Mark 9: 41) and He Set _ 
the sole standard of God’s 
judgment on the basis of 


_whether or not we serve ‘‘even 


the least of these, my brethren’’ 
(Matthew 25). The creative 
service of our fellow human be- 
ings is the standard by which we 
know our liberation. 

Man is called upon to be 
co-creator of a new world with 
Jesus in the power of God. 
Creativity is, however, in no way 
limited to procreation as the 
ecological crisis should make 
abundantly clear. There are 
many ways in which man is 
called upon to share creativity 
with God; to bring order and 
meaning out of personal and 
social chaos, to bring to 
fulfillment that which is only 
potential, to end oppression and 
the State and bring into being 
Freedom and a Community of 


| Love, to mention a few. 


It is time we come up out of 
the land of the living dead, up 
out of the tombs of our 
oppression. We must admit that 
half of Homosexual life in the 
oppressive society, the half that 
includes hiding in ‘‘closets,"’ 
furtive meetings and the 
dehumanized hunt for sex 
without human encounter, is life 
in the tombs. But we have 
before us now the prospect of 
coming up out of the tombs. 

Man’s deepest longings are 


not merely for _ sexual 
relationship, per se, but for 
significant self-affirming and 


other-affirming relationships. 
Edna St. Vincent Millay once 
wrote: ‘‘Love is not all, it is not 
meat nor drink/Nor slumber nor 
a roof against the rain . . ./Yet 
many a man is making friends 
with ‘death/Even as | speak, for 
lack of love alone.” Perhaps this 
is the reason Jesus was much 
more lenient with the so-called 
sensual “‘sinner’, for example, 
the adultress and the prostitute, 
than He ever was with the pious 
hypocrite and those who were 
not in responsive, affirming 
relationships with persons.” 

The Good News of Jesus 
proclaims that we are accepted 
by God, that to be “in the 
Kingdom‘’ is to be both 
accepted and therefore accepting 
persons. Christ Jesus was 
concerned about the quality of 
relationships between persons 
and pointed out that 
relationship to God is only 


possible through relationships 
with other persons. He taught us 
that Love of God and neighbor 
liberates man into fullness of 
life—liberates us from the 
bondage of estrangement, 
anxiety, hostility; liberates us 
from bondage to demonic 
powers of exploitation and 
violence; liberates us into the 
creative Community of Love. 
The Church of Christ must 
recover its mission to enable 
these kinds of person-affirming 
relationships to occur. There is 
no indication in Jesus’ teachings 
that the quality of life he lived 
and which he envisioned for all 
men, and which His Church is 
called to manifest in the world, 
was limited to hetero-sexually 
oriented persons (Certain parts 
of the Eastern Church have, 
from time to time, recognized 
this. Meredity Owen, 1st Earl of 
Lytton, tells us of a ceremony in 
Albania and Montenegro called 
“Pobratimstvo’’, which, he says, 
‘“‘denotes a relationship 
independent’ of blood or 
kindred, between persons of the 
same sex it constitutes a 
relationship voluntarily 
contracted In the ancient 
Serbian Liturgies are to be found 
prayers applicable to the 
consecration of this relationship 
by a priest.’’ Another 
anthropologist, Mary Edith 
Durham, writing as late as 1928 
said: ‘“‘My old friend Pop Djuro 
(a priest) ... described it as ‘the 
marriage of two men. ... The 
ritual for ‘pobratimstvo’, so far 
as | could learn, was as follows: 
The two parties went together to 
church. The priest read a prayer. 
The two then took a large goblet 
of wine, and both, setting their 
lips to it, sipped at once. They 
then broke bread and each ate a 
piece. They sipped and ate 
together thus three times, and 
then kissed the Cross, the 
Gospels, and the ikon, and 
lastly, each other.”’ In the 18th 
Century the Abbe Fortis wrote 
of the Dalmations: ‘‘They even 
have made it a kind of religious 
point and tie the sacred bond at 
the foot of the altar. The 
Slavonian ritual contains a 
particular benediction for the 
solemn union of two male or 


two female friends.” 
Since the homosexual is 


accepted by God, he can be an 
accepting person, and this must 


include self-acceptance. This

DEMONSTRATION: The largest 
homosexual demonstration in 
the history of the world will 
occur in N.Y. late this June. At 
least 12 East-Coast gay groups 
are sponsoring the Christopher 
Street Liberation Day to 
celebrate the Stonewall Riots of 
June 1969: the Stonewall Riots, 
which marked the end of the 
past and the beginning of the 
future. N.Y.’s homosexuals said 
“This is it—we’ve had it’, and 
word went out that no more 
would we put up with the shit 
that homosexuals have taken for 
centuries. 

Twelve Eastern 
organizations—all the members 
of the Eastern Regional 
Conference of Homophile 
Organizations except 
one—decided at the ERCHO 
Conference in Philadelphia last 
November, that the Stonewall 
Riots were something to be 
proud of—a basically harmless 
demonstration which gave a lot 
of gay people the first dose of 
gay pride they’d ever known. 
HI! was one of those 
organizations.

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FIRE FROM HEAVEN. Mary 
Renault, Pantheon Books, N.Y. 
1969. 394 pages, $7.95. 

The writers of historical 
novels (as .distinguished from 
period romances of the 
l-slept-with-Julius-Caesar 
variety) traditionally walk a 
tightrope. If their book is too 
strikingly original, they are 
accused of writing ‘‘Pure 
fiction” or of falsifying history; 
at best, of neglecting their 
research. If they stick too 
closely to the known materials 
about the subject of their novel, 
as did Robert Graves in I, 
CLAUDIUS, they are accused, as 
was Mr. Graves, of “Simply 
rewriting Tacitus and 
Suetonius.” 

Mary Renault’s previous 
historical novels have seemed to 
me to avoid this pitfall. Of 
course, in THE KING MUST 
DIE, the novel was based on the 
life of a legendary character, 
Theseus, and if she wished to 
ignore any part of the legend, 
she could simply have her 
narrator-protagonist. make some 
such comment as ‘‘Nowadays 
people say that | did so-and-so, 


but the facts are...” and 
proceed to her own version for 
the best effect in the novel. 
LAST OF THE WINE was 
mostly about Socrates, but the 
major characters were imaginary 
persons, and their life was 
absorbing enough that she did 
not need to cling too. faithfully 


to the twice-told tale which was 
her background. 

However, in FIRE FROM 
HEAVEN, a fictional 
presentation of the early life of 
Alexander the Gteat, it seems 
that Miss Renault falls squarely 
into the unfortunate trap of the 
historical writer. 


This is not an indictment of 
the book, of course. In this day 
and age, the occasional or casual 
reader is not likely to have the 
thoroughgoing classical 
education which would make 
the material in this book 
over-familiar. Unlike THE KING 
MUST DIE, or LAST OF THE 
WINE, however, Mary Renault 
has assumed in FIRE FROM 
HEAVEN a sort of familiarity 
with the history of classical 
Greece, and the writings of 
Greek writers, which the average 
reader does not have. Even I, 
who have read widely in this 
field, had to go back to the 
encyclopedia and read up on the 
field a little before | could fully 
appreciate this book. | suspect 
that the reader of novels whose 
acquaintance is mostly with the 
twentieth century, would find it 
completely confusing, for Miss 
Renault takes her historical 
background as completely as do 
her characters. She is likely to 
mention Xenophon, or the 
writings of Euripides, in such a 
way that the reader who does 
not thoroughly know these 
books will miss almost all of the 
implied psychological meaning 
of the reference. 

Mary Renault is probably the 
finest living novelist of her ilk—I 
have, for ten years, considered 
Nobel Prize 


her material—and

this is a avy burden for any 


writer to carry; expectations are 
likely to be raised to much too 
high a pitch by every new book. 
| cannot, therefore, accuse her 
of a shallow attempt to show off 
her classical education, or to 
impress her readers. But I can, 
and | do, accuse her of writing 
this latest book the easy way; of 
attempting to make classical 
references (which the average

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reader does not have) do 
work for her, and convey the 
impressions and feelings which it 
is her business to create without 
ambiguity. To the reader who 
does have a complete and full 
classical education, this book 
would be a treasure. To the 
reader whose education has been 
neglected in these areas (about 
90% of our modern college 
graduates) it is likely to be 
somewhat less rewarding . than 
any of her previous novels. Of 
course, it is Mary Renault’s 
privilege to write for whatever 
audience she chooses, and if she 
is unconcerned with reaching the 
major part of the reading public, 
so much the worse for the 
reading public, | suppose. But | 
had had a higher opinion .of her 
ability to reach unwersal appeal. 
The novel itself is concerned 
with the life and education of 
Alexander, son: of Philip of 
Macedonia; the Spartan training 
he received from his uncle, the 
conflict between his beautiful 
and sinister priestess-mother and 
his harsh and regal father, the 


love affair with his friend 
Hephaistion. Miss Renault writes 
more convincingly of what one 
writer has called “‘the Greek 
Passion” than any living writer, 


and probably better than anyone 
since Socrates himself, but there 
are times when she appears to 
take it so much for granted (as 
indeed the -people whom she 
writes would have done) that the 
full impact on a modern 
audience is lost. This is, perhaps, 
a measure of her art and skill in 


getting “inside” her characters. 
In a review of Robert Graves’ I, 
CLAUDIUS, mentioned above, 
some anonymous reviewer 
commented ‘One is tempted to 
suspect Mr. Graves of being a 
re-incarnation of his hero.” The 

ye comment could be made 
easily enough of Mary Renault. 
But in this particular book, there 
seems a little too much 
admixture of Victorian or early 
20th century Freudian 
psychology; the ‘‘proofs’”’ that 
Alexander suffered from a 
perfectly classical and clinical 
Oedipus complex are never 
actually laid on with a 
trowel—Miss Renault is too 
subtle 2 writer for that—but they 


are certainly thickly buttered on 
the bread of the book. 

All this, of course, is a way of 
saying that no writer could 
possibly write a// of her books at 
the same exalted level as THE 
CHARIOTEER, THE KING 
MUST DIE, or THE LAST OF 
THE WINE. After those bouks, 
Miss Renault had only two 
alternatives; to stop writing 
entirely, or resign herself to the 
knowledge that readers in future 
are likely to be hypercritical of 
anything which does not come 
up to that level. | personally 


prefer that she keep writing. 
After all, miracles do happen 
twice...:

Greitzer, of the 2nd 
Councilmanic District which 
ncludes Greenwich Village, we 
the undersigned demand the 
following immediate 
consideration and action:

| personally have grave 
criticisms of this first GAA 
action, for it smacks of 
matriarchism (‘‘Mommy 
Greitzer, come save us!), 
parochialism (Greenwich Village 
is not the only part of town 
where homosexuals live, you 
know), and political naivete 
(pray tell, what “‘prestige’’ is 
hye es. tout hie sti tile 
“councilman”’?). And it does not 
even touch the people who can 
really effect effect changes of 
the laws for those peop e who 
can really effect changes of t. @ 
laws, for those people are in the 
state legislature and regulatory 
agencies, and they are in the 
mayor's office (a truly 
prestigious position) and the 
governor's office and the 
Congress and the White House. 
Despite my reservations, tho, | 
personally have signed this 
petition, and | urge others to do 
so too. 

HI/!'s own peittion is designed 
to be sent whereever seems most 
appropriate by the time we get 
enough signatures: ‘WE, THE 
USNS DE IRS lzGUNSesD-- 
HOMOSEXUALS AND 
NONHOMOSEXUALS ALIKE, 
believe that laws against 
homosexuality are at once both 
futile and unwarranted. 

DWE (GOUN: DE MeN:

RATING THE BARS: Which 
bars are best? For whom? What 
can you expect in the way of 
prices, crowd, cleanliness, 
music? These are some of the 
questions we hope to answer in a 
new service of Homosexuals 
Intransigent!, the Bar Rating 
Committee. A group of our 
members will go to the various 
bars at least twice, once during 
the week and once on the 
weekend, to look the place over 
and evaluate each according to 
various criteria. We will then 
assign ratings for each of the 
criteria and a composite rating 
for the bar, and publish our 
recommendations. With the 
passing of time, we shall have 
evaluated a growing number of 
places, and you'll be able to 
compare among bars according 
to some clear criteria. Frankly, 
some of us view this as the 
essential first step “to selective 
boycott to force the bars into 
line when they become too 
exploitive or too fucking dirty 
or otherwise abusive of 
homosexuals. The ratings may 
be approached from. several 
viewpoints: How good a place is 
this for students? For older 
people? For swingers who want 
fun? For people who want to 
pick up?

acceptance can mean to accept 
his homosexuality as a divine 


dispensation and as a talent to 
be invested (Luke 19:13). And 
when the ‘‘master 

servants’’ comes and 
accounts with us (Matthew 
25:19 and Luke 19:15), He will 
not ask what talent we have had 


(none of us asked for what we 


got), for He knows that already, 
but He will ask to see what we 
have done in our relations with 
our fellow humans and with all 
of the creation using that which 
has been given to us. Thus we 
must assume that the 
Homosexual has to realize his 
optimal ethical potentialities on 
the basis of his situation and 
life-style. 


The Gospel calls us to become a 
‘New Being,” a new humanity 
in serving the people even to the 
Cross, as Jesus did, if need be. 
This new humanity has been 
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described in such terms as the 
“city of God”. Yet if you walk 
down -the streets of the city 
today and see the desolate, 
alienated and oppressed people, 
you cannot-help but wonder at 
how the city can reflect the new 
humanity. Take a moment out 
to talk to adolescent runaways 
and so-called ‘hippies,’ to youth 
without homes and 
street-people, to Black-people, 
Latin-Americans & 
Indian-Americans, to 
draft-resisters, demonstrators for 
peace & radicals who rightly feel 
that the institutional church has 
betrayed the _ revolutionary 
message of the Gospel; know in 
your gut the feelitg of many 
Homosexuals and others seeking 
to know Love in any of its 
diverse forms, who have been 
rejected by the _ institutional 
church which has refused to 
admit that ‘Love, any kind of 
Love, is the reflection of the 
Love of God shown in 
Jesus—and realize the alienation 
of an entire cross-section of our 
population. 


In the midst of this desperation 
there also lies our most creative 
hope. For here the new situation 
of urban man, with his rebellion 
against the ‘cultural poverty, 
economic oppression and 
bureaucratic dehumanization by 
the State is now coming to a 
head: shaping new structures, 
new patterns, alternative forms 
of human life. It is precisely in 
this place and at this time that 
we are called on to participate in 
the revolutionary life-style of 
Jesus as the Man for others. Now 
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our survival may well depend on . 


our ability to overcome past - 


inadequacies and introduce anew ~ 


His revolution of nonviolent and 
transforming Love. 


It is necessary that the Church 
of Christ become, once again, an 
alternative culture and 
community even as the Book of 
Acts tells us it was during the 
apostolic period, ministering to 
and becoming one with all 
alienated people: Black and 
other ghetto minorities, Women, 
Homosexuals and members of 
other sexual minorities, 
street-people and radical youth. 
It is impossible for us to do this 
unless we begin to address 
ourselves creatively to the causes 
of the alienation and to 
providing relevant alternatives, 
in Jesus’ Name. The causes are 
interpersonal violence, war, the 
draft, racism, sexual oppression, 
emotional repression, impersonal 
bureaucracy, injustice and 
corruption in_ high office, 
manipulation and exploitation 
of personal freedom. The 
alternative, the only effective 
and acceptable ministry now is

There’s a new group on the 
political horizon. It’s the Gay 
Activists Alliance. It’s a group 
you'll be hearing a lot about 
from now on. 

What Gay Activists Alliance is 
not /s the West Side Discussion 
Group, a/though ideas are 
exchanged and discussed and 
knocked about in and out of 
meetings. What it’s not is the 
Gay Liberation Front, a/though 
liberation for the homosexual is 
our ultimate goal. What it’s not 
is Mattachine, although the civil 
rights aspect of that organization 
is something that we‘re deep 
into, too. j 

Gay Activists Alliance, jin 
brief, is not a lot of things. A 
brief description of our first 
action, instead, will tell you 
what it is. 

Monday evening. January 26. 
The Village Independent 
Democrats are gathered at their 
clubhouse on West 4th Street. 
Present are approximately two 
hundred village residents, most 
of whom are conservatively 
dressed, middle-aged, 
conventional-looking, although 
there are some _ colorfully 
dressed, young, rather 


conventional looking cats 
present too. On plan, ten 
members of Gay Activists 
Alliance are mixed into this bag. 


‘All are gathered to hear the 


campaign rhetoric of a few men 
well-known ‘in’ New York 
politics, campaigning for 
governorship on the Democratic 
ticket: Howard Samuels, former 
Under Secretary of Commerce; 
Thomas J. Mackell, 
Attorney of Queens; William 
Vanden Heuvel; and Eugene 
Nickerson, County Executive, 
Nassau County. Each candidate 
makes his speech *ever-so-right 


‘and oh-so-appealing. ‘‘I’m 


against the war. I’m going to 
fight Rockefeller. I’m going to 
stand up for human rights.” 
Applause, applause, smiles. After 
each speech comes a 
question-and-answer _ session 
from the floor. The first 
question comes from that 
clean-shaven young man in the 
front row, the one who has been 
applauding so vigorously, who 
now has his hand up, who surely 
is sympatico. “My question is 
what can you’ do to end 
oppression of the homosexual in 
New York State?’’ And here, 
friends, is the beginning of the 
first GAA action. 

Well, Mr. Samuels is not 
prepared for such a question. It's 
never come up in Oneinda, New 


District: 


York (laugh!) and he’s never 
thought about homosexual 
oppression enough and really has 
nothing tg say about it. Eugene 
Nickerson, though, has 
something to say: he’ll support a 
law permitting sexual acts 
between consenting adults 
providing a third party isn’t 
hurt. What does he mean. — a 
third party? The audience is 
confused. Shuffle. Whispers. 
Now Mr. Vanden Heuvel comes 
to the rescue. A reference to a 
third party is unnecessary, he 
says. He will support a law 
allowing the participation of 
sexual acts between consenting 
adults. Period. Mr. Vanden 
Heuvel has made a point. Gay 
Activists Alliance has made a 
point. And this point has been 
heard by Councilwoman Carol 
Greitzer, there in the audience. 
It has been heard by everyone in 
the audience, but unfortunately 
the discussion of homosexuality 
has met with several laughs and 
groans from liberals anxious to 
get on to other matters more 
directly concerning them. 

For the record, Gay Activists 
Alliance has recently put forth a 
civil rights petition aimed at the 
aforementioned’ Councilwoman 
Greitzer. The petition demands 
that Mrs. Greitzer introduce to 
City Council a bill prohibiting 
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public or private employment 
discrimination on the basis of 
homosexuality. It demands that 
Mrs. Greitzer undertake a 
campaign eliminating 
discriminatory restrictions to the 
existences of gay businesses, 
such as the harrassement of the 
Continental Baths, the raid on 
the Stonewall, the troubles at 
the Corduroy Club, etc. And the 
petition demands that Mrs. 
Greitzer and her colleagues put 
into action some of the points 
discussed at the VID meeting 
concerning the repeal of existing 
laws prohibiting participation in 


homosexual acts between 
consenting adults. 
Whether disgusted, 


disgruntled, or discontent, VID 
did listen. The following day, a 
contingent of Gay Activists 
Alliance members attended a 
meeting of the VID’s Committee 
of Human Rights. One Gay 
Activists Alliance member 
admits he was expecting a 
struggle and was _ pleasantly 
surprised that he didn’t get one. 
Everything in the Greitzer 
petition was endorsed, and the 
committee recommended that 
they would set up a meeting 
wtih Councilwoman Greitzer. 

So now we sit and wait and 
see what develops with action 
number one. The members and 


_friends of GAA are meanwhile

revolutionary following of Jesus 
has in it the possibility of serving 


as steward of that Pearl. While . 


the institutional church often 
silences its witness rather than 
lose its position and wealth, an 
alternative community following 
Jesus has the possibility of 
witness because it has no wealth 
and no position. While the 
institutional church trades in the 
offensive Jesus for a new and 
comfortable model, an 
alternative community has the 
possibility of being the Body of 
Christ, Who was the Friend of 
the outsider and the underdog, 
the Enemy of hypocrisy and 
violence and oppressors. While 
the institutional church makes 
of the scandal of the Cross a 
comfortable pew, an alternative 
community has in it the 
possibility of proclaiming the 
Gospel which is an outrageous 
Shout of Love. While the 
institutional church condemns 
new social movements and the 
protests of the young, an 
alternative community has the 
possibility of recognizing the 
Speech of God in both. (As 
Judith Malina and Julian Beck 
wrote, ‘In the secret quarters, in 
the underground, in Greenwich 
Village, Saint Germain, among 
the campus students planning 
sit-ins and freedom rides, in the 
hidden quarters of Africa, 


whereever change is initiated, in 
the midst of changes, in the 
march to the sea, in the picket 
lines in front of embassies, the 
worth of the world is 
proclaimed. In the invisible lofts 
where the anarchists and the 
pacifists defy money and the 
structures of society, where the 
lies are being examined and 
reversed, lies which are the allies 
of death, in these places is the 
poetry which is the language of 
God."’) 


While the institutional church 
condemns that Love which 
differs from society's norm, an 
alternative community has the 
possibility of recognizing that 
whatever is done with Love is 
done in the Spirit of Jesus. While 
the institutional church takes 
itself so seriously that it dies, an 
alternative community has the 
possibility of learning how to 
play and celebrate and, 
therefore, how to truly worship. 
While the institutional church is 
safe, an alternative community 
has the _ possibility of 
persecution, martyrdom, prison, 
sainthood and also of victory 
and the transformation of the 
world into a loving and creative 
Community of Man in the Spirit 
of Jesus. 


The Community of Jesus needs 
to acknowledge every man’s and 
woman’s need for intimacy and, 
if there is a choice between 
intimacy in the sex act alone or 
no intimacy at all, the sex act 
alone has to be recognized as an 
authentic moment of human and 
eternal encounter. The 
alternative Community of Jesus 
needs to remind itself, to tell 
Homosexuals and to 
acknowledge to all mankind that 
being or not being a Homosexual 
is not in itself important in the 
tiberation movement that Jesus 
brought: What is important is 
that when the ghetto Black or 
Chicano or Indian-American, or 
the Vietnamese peasant, or the 
Woman, or the Street-person, or 
the Homosexual is oppressed, we 


‘must speak out and act. If this 


means jail, then jail is where we 


will go. If the police are going to’ 


brutalize nonviolent protest with 
clubs and mace, then we must 
stand in the front line.and say, 
“If you take them, you take us 
first.” If young men are going to 
refuse induction or turn in their 
draft-cards, we must do the same 
and encourage them and go to 
prison with them. If the 
Homosexual is to begin to 
demand freedom and make that 
demand so vocal that jail is 
risked, the Community of Jesus’ 
disciples must risk jail along with 
the Homosexual. 


In Nazi Germany the 
institutional church sold out and 
went under# Its identity was not 
with the oppressed, but with the 
oppressor. Then a Community 
of Faith, a “‘Confessing Church”, 
stood up and made its witness in 
its own blood. Is it possible that 
such a time will come to us? Is it 
possible tha# now is that time?
